SUBJECT:     "Route  That  Fat  To  The  Butcher's"    Information  from  Office  of 
Marketing  Services,  War  Food  Administration 
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Every  -woman  vho  manages  a  kitchen  has  a  wartime  responsibility  to  save  the 
fat  which  in  peacetime  she  threw  away .    During  a  war  the  simplest  things  often  take 
on  new  significance,  and  the  fat  that  used  to  go  down  the  drain  or  into  the  garbage 
can  has  now  become  a  matter  of  national  importance. 

Before  the  war  the  United  States  imported  about  a  billion  pounds  of  fats  and 
oils  from  countries  that  are  now  under  Jap  domination.    Fets  to  replace  those  im- 
ports must  come  from  your  kitchens .    If  you  are  lucky  enough  to  live  in  the  country 
or  near  the  source  of  meat  and  fat  supplies,  your  chances  of  having  more  meat  than 
your  city  sisters  get  are  pretty  good.    So  the  Government  is  depending  on  you 
especially  to  see  that  all  your  household  fats  are  saved  for  war  purposes. 

The  list  of  war  materials  that  must  have  fat  or  fat  products  in  their  manu- 
facture seems  almost  endless.    Synthetic  rubber,  which  is  only  one  of  the  major 
products  for  which  fat  is  necessary,  gives  direct  service  to  the  war.    Even  Super- 
man himself  could  not  estimate  correctly  how  many  tons  of  supplies  have  bounced  to 
the  front  lines  on  synthetic  rubber  tires.     Indirectly  your  own  tractor  tires  are 
just  as  important .    You  probably  can  name  dozens  of  other  products  that  need  fats 
some  place  along  the  manufacturing  and  assembly  lines,  such  as  explosives,  paints, 
soaps,  sulfa  drugs,  lubricants  and  many  others.    You  couldn't  live  a  normal  day 
without  using... time  and  again. . .equipment  that  was  made  with  the  help  of  fats. 
And  that's  still  more  true  of  every  soldier  and  sailor  fighting  in  this  war.  Our 
Armed  Forces  must  have  supplies. 

The  answer  is  obvious.    First... use  your  kitchen  fat  for  cooking  and  season- 
in^.  .  .get  all  the  good  .out  of  it  you  can.    But  when  you've  finished  using  it .  .  . 
rout  that  fat... every  spoonful  of  it... away  from  the  kitchen  sink  into  a  metal 
can  that  you  keep  handy  for  that  purpose.    When  the  can  is  full. . .take  it  to  your 
butcher  and  receive  from  him. . .two  red  points  and  four  cents  for  every  pound 
of  fat.  i  — . 
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
